Honorable  Sir :  In  compliance  with  the  dental  laws  of  Mon- 
tana we  herewith  submit  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Montana  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

On  July  loth,  1911,  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Dental  Ex- 
aminers assembled  at  Harmony  Hall  in  this  city,  in  compliance 
with  the  regularly  published  call  of  the  President,  Dr.  G.  A. 
Chevigny.  The  entire  membership  was  present  during  the  ses- 
sion. Dr.  G.  E.  Longeway,  of  Great  Falls,  qualified,  having  been 
reappointed  for  the  term  ending  March  27th,  1916.  To  con- 
sider applications  and  other  matters  of  importance  a  preliminary 
meeting  was  held  at  the  office  of  Dr.  D.  J.  Wait,  Secretary.  The 
action  of  that  meeting  is  hereby  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  this 
report. 

The  written  examinations  were  commenced  at  once  and  with 
the  usual  intermissions  were  continued  until  completed.  The 
balance  of  the  time  was  devoted  entirely  to  clinical  demonstra- 
tions, which  v/ork  was  finished  on  the  fourth  day.  All  applicants 
were  present  as  per  list  given  herewith.  The  certificate  number 
follows  the  name  of  each  applicant  passing  the  examination  and 
receiving  a  certificate.

Extra  sessions  were  held  each  evening  to  consider  the  business 
part  of  the  meetings,  it  being  impossible  to  attend  to  these  mat- 
ters during  the  day. 

The  President  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  books 
and  records  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  also  receipts,  bills, 
minor  expenses  and  accounts,  including  those  of  this  meeting,  and 
all  important  correspondence,  etc.  These  were  examined  in  detail 
and  found  correct  and  satisfactory. 

The  election  of  officers  for  191 1 -12  took  place  on  the  evening 
of  July  1 2th,  and  resulted  as  follows : 


It  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  procure  and 
open  a  new  set  of  books,  so  that  the  afifairs  of  the  Board  would 
be  kept  in  a  more  thorough  and  modern  manner.  It  was  also 
voted  that  the  desk  purchased  last  year  be  sold  to  Dr.  Wait  for 
$20.00,  it  being  the  price  previously  paid,  as  the  Board  would 
have  no  further  use  for  it,  on  account  of  the  change  in  the  office 
of  Secretary.  It  was  also  voted  that  Dr.  R.  C.  Purdum  be  chosen 
to  represent  the  Board  at  the  N.  A.  D.  E.  meeting  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  Treasurer's  bond  be  increased 
to  $2,000.00.

SPECIAL  SESSION. 

Butte,  Mont.,  Dec.  4th,  1911. 

This  special  session  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering- 
some  action  in  regard  to  numerous  complaints  made  to  the  Board 
against  illegal  practitioners,  delinquent  members,  and  other  mat- 
ters that  have  come  up  during  the  year.  In  answer  to  the  call, 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Board  met  in  Room  No.  4,  Silver 
Bow  Club,  at  9  130  a.  m.  As  soon  as  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order,  the  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  held  in  Flelena, 
July  10-11-12  and  13th,  were  read  and  approved.  Complaints 
were  then  read  in  regard  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Estill,  of  Stanford,  Dr.  C. 
A.  Marcus,  of  Cascade,  Dr.  Mclntyre,  of  Kalispell,  Dr.  Hamilton, 
of  Fort  Benton,  Dr.  W.  A.  Cash,  of  Butte,  Dr.  M.  E.  Pankey,  of 
Virginia  City,  Dr.  Evans  of  Shelby,  Dr.  Thompson,  of  Libby, 
and  Dr.  H.  H.  Phillipps,  of  Drummond.  It  has  been  the  prac- 
tice in  the  past,  soon  after  the  regular  meeting,  for  certain  den- 
tists to  come  to  the  state  and  locate  in  some  small  town,  and 
practice  the  profession  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
unless  they  were  notified,  they  sometimes  omitted  to  appear  before 
the  Board  at  that  time,  and,  therefore,  gain  another  year's  prac- 
tice, and  if  they  failed  in  their  examinations,  they  still  continued 
to  practice.  This  evil  the  Board  is  determined  to  stop,  and  earn- 
estly desire  the  co-operation  of  all  registered  dentists  throughout 
the  state,  and  as  soon  as  sufficient  and  proper  evidence  is  in  the 
possession  of  the  Board,  these  parties  will  be  prosecuted  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  law.

The  Secretary  was  instructed  t3  notify  Dr^  A.  C.  Estill  of 
Stanford,  and  Dr.  H.  IT.  Phillipps  of  Drummond,  to  cease  prac- 
ticing at  once,  or  the  Board  would  take  immediate  steps  to  prose- 
cute them. 

Dr.  R.  R.  Rathbone  was  instructed  to  take  immediate  steps  in 
regard  to  W.  A.  Cash,  who  is  practicing  in  the  Big  Hole  country, 
and  Dr.  1\T  E.  Pankey,  at  Virginia  City,  neither  of  whom  have 
received  a  certificate  to  practice  in  this  state. 

Dr.  G.  E.  Longeway  was  instructed  to  investigate  the  com- 
plaint against  Dr.  Evans  of  Shelby,  Mont.,  and  Dr.  Mclntyre 
of  .Kalispell.  The  Board  has  since  been  informed  that  Dr.  Mc- 
lntyre has  left  the  state. 

The  Board  desires  it  known  that  the  acceptance  of  the  appli- 
cation fee  does  in  no  way  permit  an  applicant  to  practice  dentistry 
in  this  state. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  Secretary's  actions  in  issuing  war- 
rants No.  34  to  No.  41  inclusive,  be  approved.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  have  five  hundred  (500)  copies  of  the  Annual 
Report  printed,  and  fifty  (50)  copies  of  each  subject  blank  book. 
The  Secretary  reported  that  Dr.  H.  L.  Mills  of  Butte,  and  Dr. 
F,  B.  Hall  of  Deer  Lodge  were  in  arrears,  and  that  they  had  been 
duly  notified  to  that  effect.  It  was  then  moved  by  Dr.  G.  E. 
Longeway  and  seconded  by  Dr.  R.  R.  Rathbone.  that  the  certifi- 
cates of  Dr.  H.  L.  Mills  of  Butte,  and  Dr.  F.  B.  Hall  of  Deer 
Lodge  be  hereby  and  are  now  revoked  for  failing  to  comply  with 
Sec.  1582  of  the  Dental  Code,  after  having  been  duly  notified  by 
the  Secretary.  The  motion  was  carried.  The  entire  membership 
of  the  Board  voting  in  the  affirmative.  Since  the  above  motion 
was  placed  upon  the  minute  book,  Drs.  H.  L.  Mills  and  F.  B. 
Hall  have  complied  with  the  said  Sec.  1582  and  have  been  re- 
stored to  right  to  practice  in  the  regular  w^ay. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  deposit 
such  funds  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  the  Board,  in  the  First 
National  Bank  at  Great  Falls,  during  his  term  of  office. 

The  Secretary's  accounts  were  audited  and  found  correct,  and 
the  warrants  No.  42  to  No.  47  inclusive  ordered  issued.

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Rules  for  Conducting  Dental  Examinations. 


1st.  Examiners  must  retain  the  question  papers  securely  in 
their  own  possession  prior  to  their  distribution  to  the  candidates. 

The  Governor  will  be  requested  to  call  for  the  resig-nation  of 
any  member  of  the  Board  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule. 

2nd.  Help  of  every  kind  must  be  witheld  from  the  candidate. 
The  answers  must  come  from  his  own  knowledge.  Each  subject 
must  be  completed  within  a  reasonable  specified  time. 

3rd.  No  candidate  shall  under  any  circumstances  communi- 
cate with  any  other  candidate  nor  have  books  or  helps  of  any 
kind  during  the  examination. 

The  examiners  will  explain  the  intent  of  any  question  not 
thoroughly  understood  by  the  applicant.  Each  candidate  must 
affirm  that  he  or  she  has  complied  with  the  above  rules. 

4th,  No  fees  shall  be  returned,  but  in  case  a  candidate  shall 
fail  to  pass  the  required  examination,  he  or  she  may,  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board,  take  another  examination  without  addi- 
tional fee. 

Partial  or  imperfect  answers  shall  be  rated  by  the  examiners 
in  accordance  to  their  degree  of  correctness. 

6th.  Crood  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  ability  to  perform 
]3ractical  work  in  dentistry  must  be  presented,  and  approved  by 
the  Board,  before  a  certificate  can  be  issued  to  the  applicant,  al- 
though the  written  examination  received  highest  markings. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent  upon  the  entire 
examination  shall  be  required  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  a  per- 
manent certificate  and  in  case  of  exchange  eighty-five  per  cent 
is  recjuired  on  ])ractical  work. 

7th.  Xo  candidate  is  permitted  to  make  any  reference  on 
his  examination  papers  to  any  college  or  professor  thereof. 

Handwriting  of  candidate  must  be  legible,  and  spelling  and 
correct  use  of  language  will  be  taken  into  account.  An  evidently 
evasive  answer  is  worse  than  no  answer. 

8th.  Upon  no  pretext  shall  any  question  paper  or  answer 
])aper  be  taken  from  the  room  by  a  candidate,  before,  during  or 
after  examination.  Should  a  candidate  receive  permission  to 
be  absent  from  the  room,  all  papers  relating  to  the  examination 
must  be  placed  in  the  keeping  of  the  examiner  granting  the  per- 
mission and  before  resuming  the  examination  the  candidate  shall 
declare  that  he  or  she  has  received  no  outside  assistance.  A 
breach  of  this  rule  shall  vitiate  the  examination  of  the  candidate 
guilty  of  the  act. 

9th.  Applicants  should  bring  such  pens  as  they  prefer,  as 
the  answers  are  to  be  written  in  ink.    A  fountain  pen  preferred. 

The  Board  will  furnish  chairs,  endeavor  to  furnish  patients, 
but  the  anolicant  must  furnish  engines,  hand-pieces,  instruments 
and  materials.    Each  applicant  must  bring  full  upper  and  lower 


articulated  models,  to  set  up  and  demonstrate  their  ability  to  ar- 
ticulate a  full  upper  and  lower  denture,  using  plain  teeth. 
GENERAL  AND  SPECIFIC  INFORMATION. 
No  person  can  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this 
State  without  first  having  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  of  Montana.  The  possession  of  a  diploma 
does  not  give  its  holder  a  right  to  practice  in  this  State. 

RECORDING  STATE  CERTIFICATES. 

Certificates  must  be  recorded  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  you  intend  to  practice.  Until  your  certificate  is  put 
on  record  you  are  not  a  legal  practitioner,  and  if  it  is  not  re- 
corded within  sixty  days  after  date  of  issuance,  it  may  work  a 
forfeiture  of  the  same.  You  should  also  ascertain  if  a  town  or 
city  license  is  required.  The  Board,  however,  has  nothing  to  do 
with  other  than  county  registration. 

Applications  and  fees  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  and  earlier  if  possible.  The 
examination  fee  and  certificate  fee  are  $25.00  each.  The  fee  of 
$25.00  must  accompany  the  application,  and  the  $25.00  for  the 
certificate  is  to  be  paid  in  time  to  allow  opportunity  for  registra- 
tion within  the  prescribed  60  days.  Applicants  must  be  present 
at  the  opening  session  of  the  meeting. 

If  an  application  is  written  in  any  evasive  language  so  as 
not  to  allow  a  full  understanding  of  the  case  or  all  questions 
are  not  answered,  the  application  may  be  rejected.  All  applica- 
tions must  be  typewritten. 

EXCHANGE. 

An  applicant  for  exchange  must  have  been  a  resident  legal 
and  ethical  practitioner  (held  a  State  Certificate)  for  the  im 
mediate  preceding  five  years  in  the  state  from  which  he  applies. 

This  Board  exchanges  with  Michigan,  Indiana,  Minnesota. 
New  Jersey,  Nebraska  and  Idaho.  Exchange  means  eliminating 
the  theoretical  examination  when  the  applicant  presents  such 
papers  from  their  own  State  Board  and  Dental  Societies  as  are 
required  by  the  agreement.  Advertising  works  a  forfeiture  of  a 
Certificate  issued  under  the  exchange  plan  and  the  applicant  must 
make  oath  to  comply  with  the  above  or  the  exchange  is  void 
and  the  Certificate  not  in  force.  Exchange  clause  in  all  laws  re- 
quire practical  examination,  which  in  Montana  for  the  present 
must  be  done  at  the  regular  meeting  in  July. 

If  you  have  a  question  to  ask  be  sure  it  is.  not  answered 
either  in  the  law  or  rules  before  writing  the  Board.  Understand 
the  law  before  going  to  the  state,  do  not  wait  till  you  have  been 
to  the  expense  and  time  of  moving  and  then  try  to  make  the  law 
conform  to  you. 

EXAMINATIONS. 
Examinations  are  not  designed  to  restrict  or  preclude  the 
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numerical  growth  of  our  profession  in  this  State;  their  object 
is  to  simply  ascertain  if  the  applicant  is,  according  to  the  best 
and  impartial  judgment  of  the  Board,  qualified  to  practice 
dentistry.  To  this  end  the  candidates  are  examined  upon  each 
of  the  following  subjects  as  per  Section  1577  of  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  practice  of  dentistry  in  Montana. 

From  ten  to  twenty  questions  on  each  subject  will  be  sub- 
mitted. In  all  cases  practical  demonstrations  is  required  and 
the  markings  rated  as  in  the  written  examinations.  Persons 
desiring  to  take  these  examinations,  should  at  least  30  days  prior 
to  the  Board  meeting  communicate  their  intention  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  for  examinations  will  be  held  each  year 
in  Helena  beginning  on  the  second  Monday  in  July.  This  is 
optional  zvith  the  Board,  hozvever,  and  due  notice  of  any  change 
will  be  given. 

SPECIAL  PRIVILECzE. 

No  person  is  permitted  to  practice  dentistry  without  complying 
to  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  all  such  persons  will  be 
prosecuted  who  commence  to  practice  dentistry  before  taking  the 
required  examinations  and  receiving  a  certificate. 

The  Board  desires  it  known  that  the  acceptance  of  the  appli- 
cation fee  does  in  no  way  grant  the  applicant  the  right  to  practice 
dentistry  before  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
COMPLAINTS. 

It  would  seem  to  be  generally  supposed  by  members  of  the 
])rofession  and  others  that  a  chief  duty  of  the  Dental  Board 
relates  to  prosecutions  for  practicing  dentistry  in  violation  of 
law. 

This  is  a  grave  mistake.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  rightly  disposed 
citizens  to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced.  It  is  also  the  duty  of 
the  prosecuting  attorneys  to  bring  to  justice  every  violator  of 
the  law,  when  complaint  is  made  and  proper  evidence  presented. 
At  the  same  time  it  has  been,  as  it  will  continue  in  future  to  be, 
the  policy  of  the  Board  to  co-operate  with  the  public  authorities 
and  with  members  of  the  profession,  to  the  utmost  practicable 
extent  in  the  apprehension  and  prosecution  of  violators  of  the 
law,  the  enforcement  of  which  is  so  necessary  for  the  well-being 
of  the  community.  All  known  cases  of  violation  should  be  re- 
ported to  the  Board.  The  authorship  of  such  information  will 
be  treated  as  confidential  if  so  desired. 

ANNUAL  DUES. 

Annual  dues  ($4.00)  should  be  paid  on  or  before  May  first 
in  each  year.  Failure  in  this,  his  or  her  certificate  may  be  re- 
voked by  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  upon  30  days'  notice 
from  the  Secretary,  to  the  person  holding  such  certificate,  unless 
he  pays  such  dues  with  penalty  added. 
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The  sending  of  dues  notices  is  not  required.  You  should 
know  the  law. 

Dues  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  either 
by  express  money  order  or  postoffice  money  order  and  the  re- 
ceipt for  said  order  preserved  until  receipt  for  dues  is  received. 
Neither  the  Secretary  nor  the  Board  will  be  responsible  for  money 
in  open  mail.  A  receipt  for  a  money  order,  costing  only  a  few- 
cents,  may  save  trouble.  Familiarize  yourself  with  the  dental 
law  by  an  occasional  reading  of  the  same. 

Errors  in  names,  addresses,  etc.,  as  well  as  changes  in  loca- 
tion should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Secreta^}^ 


An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Practice  of  Dentistry 

in  Montana 


Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembh^  of  the  State  of 
Montana : 

Section  1573.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an}^  person,  who  is 
not,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act,  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  in  this  State,  to  commence  such  practice  unless  he 
or  she  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  1574.  A  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  to  consist,  of 
five  practicing  dentists,  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor from  the  State  at  large. 

The  term  for  which  the  members  of  said  Board  shall  hold 
their  office  shall  be  five  years,  except  that  the  members  of  said 
Board  first  appointed  under  this  Act  shall  hold  their  office  for 
the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  and 
until  their  successors  be  duly  appointed,  the  tenures  of  which 
terms  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  Board,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Governor  from  the  State  at  large.  Not  more  than 
two  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  appointed  from  any  one 
county.  Each  person  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  for  State  officers. 

Section  1575.  Said  Board  shall  have  an  official  seal;  said 
Board  shall  at  its  annual  meeting  choose  from  its  members  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  a  Judiciary 
Committee ;  it  shall .  meet  at  least  once  each  year,  and  as  much 
oftener,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  necessary.  The 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  such  bonds  as  the  Board  may 
designate.  The  President  and  Secretary  shall  have  the  power 
to  administer  oaths ;  and  said  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  hear 
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testimony  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  duties  imposed  up.m  it 
by  law.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  shall  without  cause,  absent 
himself  from  two  of  its  regular  meetings,  consecutively,  his  office 
shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  as  hereinbefore  provided.  A  majority  of  said  Board 
shall  at  all  times  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  proceedings  thereof 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  inspection. 

Section  1576.  Any  Dentist  who  has  been  in  legal  practice 
for  five  years  or  more,  in  any  state  in  the  United  States  which 
has  an  exchange  certificate  law  with  that  of  Montana,  and  is  a 
reputable  Dentist  of  good  moral  character  and  who  is  desirous 
of  making  a  change  of  residence  into  another  state,  may  apply 
to  the  Examining  Board  of  the  State  in  which  he  resides  for  a 
new  certificate,  which  shall  attest  his  moral  character  and  pro- 
fessional attainments,  and  said  certificate  if  granted,  may  be  de- 
posited with  the  Examining  Board  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and 
said  Board  in  exchange  therefor  (may)  grant  him  a  license  to 
practice  dentistry  in  the  said  State  of  Montana.  A  fee  of  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00)  will  be  charged  for  each  exchange  certificate 
and  proceeds  therefrom  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
Dental  Board  of  Montana. 

Section  1577.  Any  person  who  desires  to  begin  the  practice 
of  Dentistry  in  the  State  of  Montana  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act  shall  appear  before  said  Board  of  Examiners  at  any  of  its 
regular  or  special  meetings  for  examination.  To  be  eligible  for 
such  examination  the  applicant  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  having  practiced  dentistry  for  five  years,  or  shall  present  a 
Diploma  from  a  reputable  Dental  College.  The  examination  shall 
be  conducted  in  English  and  shall  be  thorough,  practical,  and 
sufficient  to  test  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to  practice  Dentistry. 
It  shall  include :  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Osteology, 
Dental  and  General  Anatomy,  Histology,  Bacteriology,  Physi- 
ology, Pathology,  Chemistry,  Metallurg3^  Materia  Medica,  Thera- 
peutics, Orthodontia  and  Anesthetics.  Demonstrations  in  Oper- 
ative and  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Prognosis  and  Diagnosis  will  be 
required.  All  applicants  must  furnish  their  own  material  for 
demonstrations.  If  the  examinations,  prove  satisfactory  to  said 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  they  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  reg- 
istration to  the  person  examined.  All  certificates  issued  by  the 
Board,  shall  be  signed  by  its  President,  Secretary  and  a  majority 
of  the  Board  present,  and  shall  have  its  official  seal  attached 
thereto. 

Section  1578.  Every  person  who  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  registration  from  said  Board  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the 
issuance  thereof,  cause  his  or  her  certificate  to  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  his  or  her  residence,  or  with  the  clerk  of 
any  other  county  or  counties  in  which  he  or  she  may  desire  to 
engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry.  The  clerk  of  the  county  shall 
charge  for  registering  such  certificate  the  regular  fee  for  such 
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services,  and  after  registering  the  certificate,  shall  return  it  to 
the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  originally  issued.  Any  person 
who  shall  fail  to  register  his  or  her  certificate  shall  be  liable  for 
practicing  dentistry  without  license. 

Section  1579.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to 
keep  a  book  to  be  entitled  "Dental  Register,"  which  book  shall 
contain  a  complete  alphabetical  list  of  all  certificates  of  registra- 
tion filed  in  his  office,  and  which  book  shall  be  provided  with 
columns,  giving  the  name  and  residence  of  the  dentist,  together 
with  the  date  of  the  certificate,  and  the  date  of  its  filing  with  the 
-clerk,  and  the  date  of  revocation. 

Section  1580.    (Was  repealed  1909.) 

Section  1581.  All  persons  shall  be  held  to  be  practicing  Den- 
tistry, within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  who  shall  receive  a  fee  or 
salary,  or  other  rewards,  paid  either  to  him  or  to  another  person 
for  operations  or  parts  of  operations,  of  human  teeth  or  jaws, 
or  in  the  correction  of  the  malpositions  thereof.  But  nothing  in 
this  article  shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  performance  of  inde- 
pendent dental  operations  by  unlicensed  persons  under  the  cover 
of  a  named  registered  practitioner  or  in  his  office. 

Section  1582.  In  order  to  provide  means  for  carrying  out 
and  maintaining  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  shall  charge  each  person  applying  to  or  appearing 
before  said  Board  for  examination,  a  fee  of  Twenty-five  ($25.00) 
Dollars.  In  case  the  applicant  fails  to  secure  a  certificate  from 
said  Board,  he  may  appear  again  before  said  Board  for  another 
examination,  and  when  the  applicant  has  passed  and  certificate 
issued,  an  additional  fee  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00)  will 
be  charged.  Every  registered  Dentist  shall  in  each  and  every 
year  pay  to  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  a  fee  of  Four  Dollars 
($4.00)  as  his  annual  dues,  such  payment  to  be  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year.  In  case  of  default  of  such 
payment  by  any  person,  his  or  her  certificate  ma}^  be  revoked  by 
the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  upon  thirty  days'  notice  from  the 
Secretary,  to  the  person  holding  such  certificate,  unless  within 
said  thirty  days  said  annual  dues  shall  be  paid,  together  with 
such  penalties  ^as  the  Boai;d  may  impose,  and  the  Board  is  ex- 
pressly authorized  to  impose  a  penalty  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  as 
a  consideration  for  each  year,  for  allowing  the  certificate  to  remain 
unrevoked.  In  case  any  registered  Dentist  absents  himself  from 
the  state  for  a  period  of  one  or  more  years  he  may  be  reinstated 
by  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  ($1.00)  One  Dollar  for  each  year 
absent. 

Section  1583.  Out  of  the  funds  coming  into  the  possession 
of  the  said  Board,  each  of  the  members  of  said  Board  may  receive 
as  compensation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  actually 
engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office,  together  with  all  legitimate 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of 
said  Board.    No  part  of  the  compensation  or  other  expenses  of 
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the  said  Board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury.  The 
fees  coming  into  the  Treasury  of  said  Board  shall  be  paid  out 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  President  and  Secretary  thereof  in  pay- 
ment of  the  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  said  Board  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Said  Board  shall  make 
an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  Governor  of  this  State 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  preceding 
the  making  of  said  report. 

Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Governor  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

Section  1584.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  shall  knowingly  or  falsely  claim  to  have 
or  hold  a  certificate  of  registration,  license,  diploma,  or  degree 
granted  by  any  Society  or  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  or  shall 
falsely,  and  with  intent  to  deceive  the  public,  claim  or  pretend 
to  be  the  graduate  of  any  incorporated  reputable  Dental  College, 
or  shall  have  registered  under  one  name  and  practiced  Dentistry 
under  another  name  with  intent  to  deceive  the  public,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  may  be 
fined  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00),  and  not  less  than  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
six  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  may  be  punished  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.  All  fines  thus  received  shall  be 
paid  into  the  common  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which  such 
conviction  takes  place.
